BERLIN CONGRESS OP INSTRUCTIONAL AND EDUCATIONAL TELEVISION 



Purpose of tho Congress 

The Berlin Congress gathered together experts from a variety of 
fields, who under normal circumstancos would hardly have a chanco 
to moot and discuss "Instructional and Educational Television”. 

The Berlin Congress dealt with ono of tho groat concorns of our 
timo, tho co-operation botwoon tochnology and podagogy in viow of 
oconomic and cultural political principles. Vai.*ious solutions 
wore sought within tho realm of tolovislon. 

Tho Congress consisted of locturos, work groups ond an exhibition. 
Work Group II concornod itsolf with Instructional Television* Tho 
following points developed out of tho discussion: 

I. Can Instructional Tolovislon act as a substituts for tho tea- 
cher? Instructional Television can novor roplaco a toachor, it 
will take over certain tasks, which a normal teacher can only 
partially fulfill; subjects such as political sclenco and natural 
sclonco or oxporimonts which may bo too difficult or dangerous 
for tho toachor to carry out in tho class. 

II. Tho mothodlc-didactic requlromonts of an Instructional Tele- 
vision program woro onco again brought forth: tho boginning to 
awakon motivation, clear stops, nocossary pauses, articulation of 
the goals to bo attained and tho dramaturgical lino. It was clear 
that tho methodic demands alone woro not sufficient for the crea- 
tion of a program. Nocossary is tho intergration of exports in tho 
field with mothodlc-psyohologlcaly aesthetic and technical aspects. 

III. Thoro was intense discussion on the amount of material to bo 
covered in ono program. Oyor crowding, through more addition, 

is to bo avoided, on tho othor hand, tho reduction of a program 
on to more, dry, simple grounds is noithor fitting to tho tolovi- 
slon medium nor to tho chllds process of learning. A certain 
amount of selection will always bo loft up to the child. Important 
only is that motivating forces allow tho basic outline to bo 
brought forth again and again. 
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IV. Can tho dialogue of a good lesson bo maintained iiltli the use 
of Instructional Television ? 

The program will give the pupil stimuli » which will lead to 
discussion. 

V. The importance of tho use of the teacher in tho production 
of Instructional Television programs was emphasized. Technology 
by no means replaces the teacher y but is at his service. This 
should bo emphasized in all phases of teacher training and 
extension courses for toachers. 

VI. There must bo further development in teacher and learning 
aids in connection with Instructional Television. The television 
will distribute materials among tho toachers y but it is up to 
them to use them properly. It was found unfeasible to give the 
pupil learning aids. The freedom of the teacher remains un- 
disputed, but it is necessary that more materials concerned 
with method and suggestions bo made available to him.

Thoughts on an Instructional Tolevislon Methodic - Horlbort Heinrichs 
(Suimncix*y} 

Careful planning and thought are neoessary both by the school and 
Tolevislon Corporation in order to produce a succossful Instruc- 
tional Tolevislon Program. The first tolovlsion exporlmonts in 
1961/1962 showed, that unfortunately a podagogical agreement 
botwoon the School and Television was not present at the time, 
and that the school was unprepared as to tho methods of using 
television. 

Tho school must from tho very beginning understand that tolevislon 
is not a substitute for the teacher, but is merely a teaching aid, 
therefore dependent on tho teacher through tho ” follow-up" work 
for tho quality of the results. Instructional Television is to 
enlarge the lesson, give it greater depth, it wants to bo a window 
to the world, dynamic and true to reality, flexible and grasping. 

It necessitates, therefore, a now form of preparation, evaluation 
and use. 

Since the curriculum and the program schedule cannot bo coordina- 
ted, the teacher will have to select those programs which fit 
into his lesson plan. The teacher should plan together with his 
pupils, consulting them as to program choice. It is nonsense to 
use a program Just because it might bo interesting, if it does not 
fit into the lesson plan. Tho right choice is tho Important thing; 
this is a good opportunity to educate children in their own proper 
use and selection of programs viewed during their free time. In 
order to choose a program for class uso the teacher must decide 
on the purpose for which it is to be used.

l^eparationt The teacher should be famUlcr with the subject to 
bo viewed so that ho may foresee any difficulties or questions 
which might arise from the program# To leave a program to "good 
luck” is irresponsible* The only exception is a news reel* 

The instructional film is antiquated rapidly* Instructional tele- 
vision can, through its didactic flexibility, keep up with the 
newest forms of life and technology* It is exactly this current 
character which causes the school gzsMict problems s current events 
equal activity, unpredictable contemporaneity* It requires of the 
teacher not only understanding, bat quick, clear interpretation, 
digestion, an excellent grasp of material and ability to survey 
quickly* 

Reception; Instructional Television demands of the pupil undivided 
attention, because of the rapidity characteristic of the medium* 
Television demands more than a receptive attihdo, it demands 
active participation* 

One can make a long list of disturbances which should be avoided* 
Above all. Outside disturbances should bo avoided* 

It is questionable if pupils should take notes during a program, 
because this necessitates looking away from the screen, during 
which time something might be missed* If pupils want to take 
notes, they should learn to abbreviate and write in a keyword form* 
If numbers are to bo remembered it might be a good idea to have a 
tape recorder follow the program recording the data* Needless to 
say, punctuality is important. The program is useless without 
a beginning or end* 

Evaluation ; Each program sthould bo discusses at its conclusion* 
Nothing would bo more terrible than the pupils knowledge that at 
the end they must write a summary of contents* The contents should 
bo a starting point for discussion, "follow-up” work, group work 
or analysis* The teacher must think out if the program material 
1# fits into tho theme at hand, 2* introduces a new subject,

Developments in the area of Instructional Tolovision 

The most important experiment to take place in the area of Instruc- 
tional Television in Germany was carried out by the Nord-Deutschor 
Rundfunk and talcen over by several other Tolovision Networlis .These 
experiments were conducted in two instalments, the first between 
October 23 and November 11, I96I and the second between June 18-23, 
1962* Responsible for evaluating the results was Horibort Heinrichs. 
Purpose of the first experiment was to study the teachers reactions 
to Instructional Tolovision and the second experiment was to study 
tho students reactions* The general purpose of these experiments 
was to seo tho basic reaction to Instruotional Tolovision, forma- 
tion of programs and proper methods and aid which can bo used in 
television .Not Iceablo mothodical uncertainties wore noticed on tho 
receiver side, showing tliat tho time was not yet ripe for the uso 
of Instructional Television* Tho schools will have to develop* 
methods for uso and train their teachers in these methods before 
Instructional Tolovision can successfully bo used* (For a summary

Basic Considerations About Instructional Television 
in: Die Bayer ische Schulo I 7 (1964) 26, page 395-396 

The author reports on the first attempt toward the development of 
the Bavarian Radio Instructional Television! conceptions and 
beginnings* The Joint effort of the radio and teachers resulted 
in a co-operative coordination of time and curriculum plans (with 
special regard to the elementary school) in this way, among others, 
is a jeopardy of the teachers position avoided* 

The temporal and toctolcal limitations, which still exist, make it 
necessary for the programmes to bo suitable for various typos of 
schools and classes* This results in programmes with multipurpose 
themes* Those mixed forms will, however, eventually bo eliminated* 

The themes covered correspond to tho wishes of the educators on 
Instructional Television* Tho possibilities stem from current 
information series on nature and culture to social studios and 
political matters (actualization and "onrichmont” ) . 

At present tho methodology of Instructional Television is by no 
moans solved* For a purposeful methodic— didactic beginning, certain 
mechanisms first have to bo formed* 

In addition, tho author deals with tho relation between Instruc- 
tional Television and the School Film, dismissing tho feared 
competition between tho two* Those two media will work together 
in such a way that tho advantages of tho ono will make up for tho 
woalcnossos of tho other (schedule bound, particular contents, 
®-''^Q>ilQ.bility) * Tho inherent traits of both media offer by them- 
selves a logic al differentiation of thomos. Television is most 
suited for current, specific and regional orientation: tho School 
Film leans more toward principles , gonoralitics and supra-rogional

the teacher 9 but supplement his teaching; broadcast should not run 
outside of tho curriculum! but should as far as possible! hold the 
door open to tho world of hero and now* Although the coordination 
of curriculum and Instructional Television Is flexible 9 It will be 
made easier for the teacher constructing the currlculum 9 since he 
will have a program guide before him and the programs *flll a varJLoty 
of needs* 

The theo 39 Instructional TGlovlsion 9 divided Into demand and suita- 
bility for tho viewer 9 possesses on tho whole no definite character , 
since extensive experience is still lacking* In first place Is the 
area of current events (nows reports ) 9 followed by Cultural and 
Socio-political affairs and Natural Science and German* Other 
subject areas ore touched upon only sporadically* 

A "typical Instructional Television stylo" Is difficult to establish 
because of the many elements which have to bo taken Into account 
during production: maintenance of "live effect"; element of the 
dialogue; plctoral language must become word language In a suitable 
relation wlfchln tho medium* This means that Instructional Televi- 
sion programs con neither dlaaoXw Into purely "optical stimulation" 
nor become a cut and dry "school-mastering"* There must bo a 
balanee between the sehool and artistic elements; selection accor- 
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ddlng to the rule "quality not quantity". There are three poeelbili- 
tlee ot organizing a program to fit the general ourrloulumt as 
introduction, as Integral part of a lesson or as the summary ot 
the lesson.

In a descriptive comparison of film, radio and television, the 
author is interested mainly in the character of the television 
medium, that is, the instrumental charac ter for the actualization 
of school material* Television deserves an independent place in 
the realm of educatxon* It facilitates a direct confrontation with the 
thoae at hand ond becomes through this animation, a didactic 
instrument in the hand of the teacher. Brief summary of the infor- 
mational quality and pedagogic effects of transmitting media: 

Through the use of slides the material to be learned is visually 
transferred, thereby activating an additional dimension of the 
c hilds experiences with reality. The tranquillity of the static 
picture intensifies, through the arrested experience, the act of 
perception* The continuous picture of the silent film facilitates an 
optical repetition of concrete reality and thus, an expansion of 
the educational subject. The eloquent silence of the silent film 
creates a dialogue with the childs fantasy. The school film 
enlarges the silent film. Sound enlarges the area of information 
and the area of emotions. The school radio is geared toward 
hearing and leaves all to the imagination. 

The Bavarian Radio is a first realization of an Instructional 
Television in Germany. Didactics and methodology are still in an 
experimental stage and by no means flxod. Speculation and 
empiricism are guide words for this new field*

Poroign oxporioncos are not nocossarily 
useful for Gorman conditions* Tho author also summarizos tho results 
of tho report prosontod by Horibort Heinrichs* All school catogorioc 
wore roprosentod in this oxporimont* Teachers and pupils cooporatod 
actively showing that through a correct use of tolovision tho 
projudloe that tolovision "smothers childish fantasy an^Antolloctual 
activity" is unfounded* Tho majority of toaohors (93^ from 1866 
classes ) 9 above all tho rural toachors 9 oxpoct a substantial gain 
and aid from television* Their programme requests wore gathered 
through a quostloimaire* The results aro as follows: 1 st choice ^ 
nows rool of tho week for tho school 9 2* Natural Scionco 9 3* Geo- 
graphy, 4.
